an attempt is now made, for the first time, by this 
Exhibition of Works of Ornamental Art, to illustrate 
in some degree and on a moderate scale the action of the 
Schools of Art throughout the country in relation to 
manufacturing industry. 

The international Exhibitions of London and Paris, 
the latter especially, having shown that such Schools 
had already improved the character of the works of 
Ornamental Art, it has been thought desirable to bring 
together, any attainable articles of commerce that either 
in their original design or in their entire or partial 
execution had been carried out by those who have 
been masters, or as students have derived instruction 
from the Schools at any period since their first establish- 
mcnt in 1837. 

Schools of Design, as they were at first called, had Origin of 
their origin in a desire to bring artistic instruction Desigo, me 
to bear directly upon the industry of the country, by 
teaching the adult artizan in the evening, and were, at 
their outset, confined as far as possible to this purpose. 

It was found, however, after some years’ experience, 
that practically the results were not satisfactory, and 
that it was desirable to commence the work of Art educa- 
tion before adolescence, and provide such elementary 
instruction as would tend to prepare children to become 
future students of the Arts of Design, as applied to 
manufacture. The basis was widened and made to 
include all classes ; for it had become clear that the 
healthful Bupply of decorative manufactures of good 
taste must rest wholly upon the public appreciation 
and demand for them. 

Soon after the establishment of the Practical Art Primary Art 
Department, in 1852 this elementary instruction became Stated by thi I , 
a primary object, and without in any way repudiating 
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to i'educate the student practically for the intelligent 
application of his Art knowledge in the manufactory, 
tne hitherto .almost neglected question of elementary, 
instruction was placed upon such a footing as to give 
the future students in Schools of Art such advantages 
in rudimental training as should fit them with more 
certainty , for undertaking the advanced studies essential 
to their education as designers and art-workmen. t This 
has .of necessity somewhat arrested the earliest object of 
the schools, but will, it is expected, be made .apparent 
in the results in future years. 

The works comprising this Exhibition are mainly by 
students, past and present, of the former Schools of 
Design and the present Schools of Art ; a few examples 
only being by masters engaged in the work of instruc- 
tion, but pearly, the whole of whom also owe the 
greater portion of their Art education to these Schools. 

Very few "examples indeed have been specially pre- 
pared for this Exhibition, and therefore it represents, in 
the „ aggregate, the objects commonly in demand, in 
which the principles of decoration taught in the Schools 
have been either fully or partially applied ; but it is 
necessary in ^some degree, injustice to the designer, to 
take into consideration the exigencies of special manu- 
facture, asalso certain commercial requirements. 

As a matter of course, the works collected represent 
but a very small proportion of those actually executed 
either partially from designs by students or ■ in their 
entirety, since it would have been impossible to have 
traced many of these, or have procured them for ex- 
hibition. The articles exhibited, were they ten times as 
numerous, would, after all, only illustrate the direct 
action of the Schools in that form alone iu which it is 
practicable to show it. There has been, however, an 
indirect action perhaps even more valuable, and of such 
■ a character as to encourage further efforts in bringing 
Art instruction to bear upon national industry, and 
especially in seeking to maintain au Oruamcntal bias 
in the course of studies pursued in the Schools of Art. 
The lace trade of Nottingham is an example in point. 
Manufacturers' who. have not actually employed stu- 
dents of the School as designers acknowledge that 
the character of the dcsigus produced within, the last 
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five years" has. been altogether changed through the 
influence of the designs manufactured by those who 
have employed the talent developed in the School of 
Art. It is quite certain that from some cause, a com- 
plete change for the better has taken place in machine 
lace designs ; and it is equally a fact that students of 
the. Schools have been amougst the most successful 
designers for this special manufacture. 

The action of the Schools at Sheffield, the Stafford- Sheffield, Pot- 
shire Potteries, and Worcester have been of so direct a lerie8 > ' Vorccs * . 
character as scarcely to require mention here. It is only **** 
right to state, however, that several manufacturers who 
have largely employed the students of the School at 
Sheffield, have declined to assist in this illustration of 
its successful action ; and that the designs in silver and 
> plated manufactures of that town have been, as yet, 
comparatively uninfluenced by the action of the School. 

. At Birmingham the action of the School, though Birmingham, 
direct, has not been found so capable of illustration as 
could be desired, from the nature of the employments-. V; 
and the division of labour. In the majority of instances 
great technical knowledge is necessary to successful 
results, and the students arc consequently employed 
mostly in subordinate capacities under experienced 
persons. It is, therefore, only where they have grown 
up and taken the positions of foremen or managers that 
their influence is much felt. But even in these instances 
the traditional methods of manufacture and the exigencies 
of the market come in and prevent any very decided 
action unless it be in conformity therewith. 

That those who have passed through the Schools of 
Art are more intelligent workmen than those of similar 
age and standing who have not attended the classes, is 
acknowledged on all hands. At present, however, very 
much which they do . is buried, so to speak, under the 
work of others more advanced in technical power, <or, ns 
in the decoration of papier macho, they execute the 
trade designs produced by able and experienced work- 
men, thoroughly acquainted with modes of production 
and the commercial notions of their employer or his 
customers. Art stands little chance in the market 
under such circumstances, because the buyer seeks 
rather for novelty than truth.

Birmingham VSchool of Art, a statement is inser ted 
which shows in a very plain manner the action of-, the 
School in that town in relation to local industries. 
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Analysis of Oc- 
cupation of 
Students in

This is as follows ■ , 

“ On analysing the occupations of 4,938 students, who 
passed through the classes of the School during the four- 
teen years since its establishment in 1843, there are found 
81 modellers for manufactures, 100 brassfounders, 268 
japanners, 249 engravers, 158 jewellers or silversmiths, 
200 die sinkers, 50 glass painters, 113 chasers, and 106 
engineers, machinists, or engine-fitters. It must he 
quite clear, therefore, that, with such an attendance , on 
the part of those to whom a knowledge of Drawing is 
valuable, the results must have been very beneficial to 
the' manufacturing industry of the town, and therefore 
of great practical value to the manufacturers them- 
selves.” ' - 

The general influence exercised throughout ; the 
country may he illustrated by an analysis of the results 
given m a table of the occupations of 8,516 students 
attending in 39 provincial Schools of Art during the year 
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1 856-7, insertea in Fifth Report of the Science and- Art 
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Department. In this number are included 104 archi- 
tects, 45 builders, 257 carpenters, 73 carvers, 82 cabinet 
makers, 88 draughtsmen, 120 designers, 54 die sinkers, 
180 engravers, 213 engineers, 68 jewellers, 541 
mechanics, 163 metal workers, and 44 modellers. : 

The bearing of Schools of Art on design, as applied 
to textile fabrics, has been most difficult to illustrate in 
a satisfactory manner. ' mt 

Nothing except the- creation of a demand for 
better character of design by the public is ever likely 
materially to improve calico prints, in any permanent 
degree at least. Printers of any eminence, especially 
at Manchester, complain universally, and very justly, 
of the extent to which they are plundered with impunity 
of their patterns by an organized system of piracy. 
Producers grow careless under such circiunstances, 
when they know that unscrupulous rivals wait periodi- 
cally to enter into the’ results of their enterprise and 
skill. 

Glasgow suffers from much the same cause as Man- 
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Chester, although, from the greater variety of fabrics 
produced, the School in this city, as also that at Paisley, 
is comparatively well represented. In each place, how- 
ever, certain trade peculiarities and the feelings of manu- 
facturers on the question of publicity have influenced 
riot only the number but the character of the contribu-

In Macclesfield efforts have . certainly been made to Macclesfield, 
render the School of Art useful to the silk trade of the 
district. Designs for garment silks, handkerchiefs, 
scarfs, &c., have been produced, which it is not too 
much to say promise well for the future. At . present, 
with one or two exceptions, the students, of the School 
are only employed in subordinate capacities, and rather 
work out the views of others than attempt to originate 
themselves. In those instances, however, where former 
students have the control of the designing departments, 
the more severe principles inculcated by the instruction 
given in the School are acknowledged, and, as far as 
circumstances will permit, are practically followed out. 

The illustration of the action of the Metropolitan 
Schools is varied, and as complete as circumstances 
permitted it to be. 

The difficulty in tracing the works of students after 
they have once left the Schools, is much greater in 
London than in the provinces, except in cases where 
those who have obtained employment as designers or 
Art workmen have continued to keep up a desultory 
connexion with the Department through attending the 
Lectures, availing themselves of the Library, and visiting 
the Museum of Works of Ornamental Art. ' ; 

It is highly satisfactory to know that the greater part 
of those former students of the Schools at Somerset 
House and Marlborough House, whose works are ex- 
hibited on this occasion, attribute much of their. success 
to the facilities for study, in their own way and at their 
own leisure, afforded them by the Library and Museum. 

As may be supposed, some manufacturers have de- 
clined to show publicly the source whence they have 
derived many of their best designs; although acknow- 
ledging that one source, at-.Ieast, was the Schools; 
where those employed by them obtained theft early 
instruction in Art. This could not be denied since the 
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works they . produce bear unmistakcablc evidence that 
that instruction has not been thrown away. . - 

Nor have some of the more successful designers 
themselves , been more candid as to their early obliga- 
tions to the Schools of Design. It is satisfactory, how- 
ever,’ to know that in many instances where it was im- 
possible to fairly show their works, former students of 
the Schools have honourably and unhesitatingly acknow- 
ledged their obligations, and expressed regret that want 
of time, commercial exigencies necessitating the con- 
cealment of the origin of manufactured goods, or the 
fear of piracy of new patterns, prevented them 'contri- 
buting to ' this Exhibition in a manner which would be 
satisfactory to themselves and ’ creditable to the manu- 
facturers by' whom they arc employed. 

In all cases the portion of the design or execution due 
to the student in whose name it is entered in the cata- 
logue is as clearly defined as circumstances will permit; 
its authenticity having been certified ' either by the 
master of the School of Art in which he studied, or by 
the manufacturer for whom the work was executed. 

The dates of each student’s attendance have been 
taken, whenever practicable, from the books of the 
respective Schools.

Messrs. Graham and Jackson have worthily uphold the credit 
their .house acquired at tlio old Crystal Palace, by manufacturing 
for the recent occasion a largo cabinet, in tlio stylo of Louis XVI., 
good in composition and highly satisfactory in every detail of 
design. 

In order to afford some idea of tlio concentration of energy 
required to carry out such a work as this cabinet, for which the 
firm have received a gold medal of honour, I have obtained from 
them a complete list of those who have co-operated in its execution, 
and I feel sincere pleasure in giving this list, as it contains tho 
names of those who have produced what I believe to bo tho first 
really noblo piece of cabinetmaker’s work, involving excellence in 
all the most difficult processes of the manufacture, which has been 
executed in this country.
